Control.

Third—We stand, all the time, for the organiza- 
tion of a nonpartisan school board. 

St. James congregation unanimously 
adopted the resolutions a week ago and the 
definition of the position of the churches by 
Dr. Quayle was calied forth by scores of let- 
ters of criticism, some of which were abusive, 
which he had received in the past week. 

That is our position and no sophistry will 
drive us from it,“ said Dr. Quayle. “ We 
take no part in the criticisms of the present 
grading system of the public schools.

What we 
do want, however, is that the school teachers 
work under a system that will make them 
broader and better. What we want from 
1 teachers is competeney, not petrifica-

Loomis Street Mystery Pussies Police 
Letter Found by Neighbor Causes 
Investigation, and Mr. and Mrs. 
John Schumacher Cannot Be Found 
—Neighbors Reeount Hearing Noises 
and Seeing Bundles Thrown from 
Windows Disappear Strangely. 3 


Another “ spook” mystery has been given 
to the police to solve. Unlike that which re- 
cently kept the police of Englewood on the 
alert a few weeks ago, there are two persons 
missing—a man and his wife. Instead of the 
loud rappings, as in the former mystery, 
bundles of clothing are thrown upon the 
sidewalk from a window and immediately 
disappear. 

The building is at 144 Loomis street and 
is owned by the Rev. Mrs. Morean Schu- 
macher, pastor of the Students of Nature 
church, and wife of John— Plain John — 
Schumacher, said to be 4 salesman for the 
Simons Saw company. Detectives headed by 
Leut. Hartford have visited the building 
each night for the last three nights, follow- 
ing the finding of a note under the door of 
the house of Henry Falkenberg, 136 Loomis 
street, four doors north. 


Note Tells of Murder. 

The note told first of the disappearance of 
Schumacher and his wife. Then followed in- 
formation waich the police think a hoax, but 
upon which they are working seriously. This, 
according to the police, is an extract from 
the letter: 

T have killed my wife with an ax. No- 
body will ever find me. Give this letter to 
Hemmerich. 

While the note is addressed to Falkenberg 
and signed with the name of Schumacher, it 
asks him not, to tell the police, and requests 
him to notify Louis Hemmerich, a grocer, 468

FOUND DYING. IN STREET 


ITALIAN IS FATALLY WOUNDED BY 
STILETTO AND BULLETS. 


His Brother and Other Witnesses Be- 
lieve He Was Attacked by Friends 
of Venetian Merchant, with Whose 
Daughter He Eloped—Physicians at 
the County Hospital Declare Their 
Belief He Cannot Survive the Night 
—Vain Search for Assailants, 


Matale Viverso. 176 North Green street, an 
Itallan, was found dying at midnight at Mil- 
waukee avenue and Qhio street. He was 
taken to the county hospital and an examina- 
tion showed three stiletto wounds in his back 
and two bullet wounds in the back of his 
head, 

According to the story told by his brother, 
Angelo Viverso, 46 Grand avenue, and two 
witnesses, Who refused to tell their names 
or addresses for fear of being killed, Matale 
eloped from Venice three years ago with 
the daughter of a merchant after the girl's 
father had refused to sanction their mar- 
riage. The father vowed vengeance, and it 
is believed he had friends in this country 
who carried out the vow for him. 


Often Warned by His Brother. 

“I had often warned my brother,“ said 
Angelo to the police through an inter- 
preter, “ that he was being followed by people 
who were intent upon taking has life, and he 
was always guarding against attack. To- 
night, with myself and some friends, we 
were celebrating a church holiday and had 
separated shortly before midnight. My 
brother had not been away from us more than 
ten minutes when he was attacked, and I 
am convinced he had been followed all night. 
I think I can identify the men who did the 
work from the description given by wit- 
nesses,”’ 

The two witnesses, who claim to have seen 
the attack, and who are also Itallans unable 
to talk English, told the police through the 
interpreter that shortly before midnight they 
were passing along Milwaukee avenue, when 
they saw two men epproach Viverso from 
behind and attack him. 

Doctors at the county hospital said Viverso 
probably would not survive the night.

During a fight in a saloon at 515 Hastings 
street in the evening Thomas Colnan, 30 years 
old, 54 Cypress street, was shot and probably 
fatally wounded. The police are searching 
for Joseph Cooney, said to live above the 
saloon.

MAN’S STOMACH FURNISHES 
ELECTRICITY FOR TELEPHONE 

han. Nause Desde by Expatened 
Say They Have Proved That “Juice” 
Controls Operation of Human Senses. 


San Francisco, -Cal., Nov. 11.—Before a 
number of medical men and scientists today 
Drs. Albert J. Atkins and E. J. Lewis suc- 
ceeded in charging an electrical circuit with 
numan electricity to such a degree that ex- 
ternal sound waves were transmitted and 
heard through an ordinary telephone re- 
ceiver. 

The experiment consisted of the applica- 
tion of two platinum electrodes to the wails 
of the living stomach. By means of copper 
wires the electrodes were connected with a 
telephone and microphone. There was no 
mechanical or caemical battery in the cir- 
cuit, yet the moment the electrodes were 
swallowed sufficiently to touch the walls of 
the stomach human electricity flowed over 
the wires, rendering sounds audible. The 
electric charge measured from sevento eight 
millivolts. 

Col. E. P. Richardson, the subject of the 
experiment, swallowed tae electrodes and 
succeeded in retaining them for a consider- 
able time. ‘After a brief rest he was given 
a drink of whisky. On again connecting the 
electrodes with the interior lining of his 
stomach the galvanometer registered fifteen 
millivolts. 

Drs. Atkins and Lewis assert that by this 
experiment they have demonstrated the law 
of action of the human senses. They reason 
that if sound is transmitted over a copper 
wire when it is charged with human elec- 
tricity {t is reasonable to consider, the prin- 
eiple the same when the auditory nerve is 
charged wita the. same force, In other 
words, one hears when the auditory nerve is 
made sensitive with human electricity on the 
same principle by which one receives a tele- 
phone message. 

Furthermore, these scientists declare that 
by a series of experiments they have proved 
that digestion Is an electro-chemical process, 
that all life action in the body is dependent 
on the activity of the electrical forces within 
the organism, and that variations of sense 
manifestation, as sight, hearing, etc,, are 
caused by the different rates of vibration set 
up by the human electrical currents acting 


on the sense nerves.

Moody “Points with Pride.” 

Attorney General. Moody is proud of the 
record the adminptration has made in be- 
half of labor. 

In the first place,” he says, the labor- 
ing man has just the same interest as any 
other map in good and wholesome general 
laws and in honest and efficient administra- 
tion. Whatever is sound in legislation and 
good in administration benefits the laboring 
man as it benefits all other persons in the 
community. 

“Under our scheme of government the re- 
lations between a man who is employed to 
work and a man who employs him in the 
main are in the keeping of the state in which 
he lives. The national government can ex- 
ercise no control over them. 

“If we were to make a comparison be- 
tween states that are constantly under re- 
publican rule and those that are constantly 
under democratic rule we should discover 
that the legislation of the republican states 
in manifold ways has cared for the health, 
safety, education, and general betterment of 
conditions of the worker, but the legislation 
of the democratic states has been conspicu- 


ously silent on these subjects. 

„Now and then there are instances where 
the national government has the power and 
responsibility. It has plenary power over 
commerce which is transmitted between 
statés and with foreign nations. And thatis 
the great and increasing part of the com- 
merce of the country. 


Recalls Safety Coupler Law. 

“Some years ago a law was enacted re- 
quiring railroads to equip their engines and 
cars with automatic couplers so that they 
might be joined together without « trainman 
incurring the risk he did when taking his 
place between cars to effect a coypling. The 
law provided that any one who was injured 
by the failure of a railroad to provide this 
safety appliance should have grounde to re- 
cover damages. 

“Doubts as to the proper interpretation 
of this law arose. A man by the name of 
Johnson received an injury through the 
failure of a railroad to provide automatic 
couplers and brought an action to recover 
damages. The verdict was against him in 
the Circuit court, and that verdict was sus- 
tained by the Circuit Court of Appeals. 

“The case was taken to the Supreme 
court. There Attorney General Knox filed 
a petition that the government might inter- 
vene for the purpose of supporting the law 
in what was regarded as its proper interpre- 
tation. That petition was granted. 

“ Subsequently a brief was filed by the so- 
Ueitor general and Attorney General Knox’s 
successor.. The case was orally argued by 
the solicitor general. 

“ The result was a reversal of the judgment 
of the courts below by a strong and clear in- 
terpretation of the law by unanimous judg- 
ment of the Supreme court. 

“Since that time there hae been little dif- 
ficulty in enforcing the law. The govern- 
ment has taken a keen interest in its en- 
forgement. Since the decision in this case 
it has begun 154 criminal proceedings con- 
taining 556 different counts against about 
seventy-five different railroads in fifty-nine 
judicial district of the United States. 


‘ i in 
Ninety-three Suits Bring Convictions. 

* Ninety-three of these cases have resulted 
in convictions, and I believe it is true that 
there has been no failure in any case yet 
tried. Ninety-nine cases are still pending 
and will be tried with all reasonabie speed. 

It has been said sometimes that theses 
cases were brought in great just be- 
fore this election. Large numbers have been 
brought within recent times, but no larger 
numbers than were brought long before. 
 “ Eighty-two cases have been brought 
ing the present year, but then seventy-two 
cases were brought during 1005. It is true 
that thirty-four cases were brought during 
October. but then thirty-nine cases were 
brought during the month of October, 1005. 

“ The fact is thet cases have been 
whenever evidence was presented to the de- 
pertment of justice which would justify pro- 
ceedings without any regard to whetber an 


election was pending or not. 


Turn for a moment to something congress 


dia at its last session. It enacted an em- 
ployers’ liability act, applicable to employés 
of railroads engaged in interstate commerce. 
That act gave remedy to any one injured by 
amy defect in any part of a railroad system 
or by the negligence of any agents or em- 
ployés; abolished what is known as the doc- 
trine of common employment, and gave to 
an injured person the right to recover, al- 
though he himself had been negligent, pro- 
vided hie negligence was less than that of 
the railroad. 
Question Law’s Constitutionality. 

“It has come to my knowledge that it is 
the purpose of some defendants to claim that 
this law is beyond the constitutional power 
of congress, and therefore void. Accordingly, 
following the precedent set by my predeces- 
sor, I have asked and obtained leave to ap- 
pear in the trial court for the purpose of 
arguing for the constitutionality and true in- 
terpretation of this law. 

The national government limits the hours 
of laborers and mechanics in its own employ 
everywhere. So far as I know this law has 
been rigidly observed. Moreover, the aw 
provides that all contractors who are en- 
gaged on works of the United States shall 
give to their laborers and mechanics an eight 
hour day. 

It must be confessed that this law has not 
been enforced as rigidly as it ought to have 
been. President Roosevelt, who has an un- 
comfortable way of finding out abuses, dis 
covered it and directed that the law should 
be rigidly enforced by all of the executive 
departments, and violations of it reported to 
the department of justice. The result has 
been that, although for many years only one 
cage was reported for prosecution, within a 
few months more than 200 cases have been 
Cispatched from Washington to various judi- 
¢clal districts throughout the country for 
prosecution, and many more are to follow. 

“I think the workingman has had a just 
grievance in the failure of the government to 
enforce this law properly, but I believe he 
may rest assured that from this time forth 
every comtractor on works of the United 
States will be compelled to observe the eight 
hour law at his peril.“

Attending Physician Issues Bulletin 
Saying Change Must Come Soon if 
Patient’s Life Is to Be Saved. 


Bakersfield, Cal., Nov. 11.—With his life 
hanging by a thread, Maj. Gen. William R. 
Shafter, retired, is making a heroic struggle 
against death at the ranch of Capt. William 
H. McKittrick, his son-in-law, twenty miles 
from Bakersfield. Dr. A. Schaefer of Bak- 
ersfield made the following statement con- 
cerning the condition of Maj. Gen. Shafter 
at 5 o’clock: : 

The general is constantly growing worse. 
He is approaching a general breakdown. 
Unless a radical change’ occurs within the 
next two hours all hope must be abandoned.“ 

His temperature is 102.8 and his pulse 140. 

J. W. Frye, superintendent of the McKit- 
trick ranch, gave out the following bulletin 
at 9:10 o’clock tonight: 

“Gen. Shafter’s condition ie elarming at 
present and the crisis is about to be reached, 
We will know in an hour his fate.“ 

Doctors and members of the family are 
at the bedside. 

Dr. Hertzstein of San Francisco arrived at 
2 o'clock this morning. After a consultation 
he came to the conclusion that his efforts 
would be of no avail and returned a few 
hours later to San Francisco. 

A supply of oxygen, medicine, and a trained 
nurse were ordered from San Francisco. 
These arrived in Bakersfield at 10 o'clock to- 
nigat. 

Messages of sympathy and anxiety from 
friends in all parts of the United States have 
been pouring into Bakersfield. 

Fort the last six days the general has been 
confined to his bed, but not until Friday 
night was it realized that acute pneumonia

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Explosion in Unoecupied House Where 
Officials Are Lured Shakes Whole 
City — Revolutionary Decuments 
Found Under Bed-—When Curtain Is 
Drawn Aside Explosive Is Set 0 
Blecteral Committees suppressed 
and More Exiled. 


TIFLIS, Nov. 11.—A deafening bomb explo- 
sion occurred in Pethanski street at an early 
hour this morning, while the police were 
making a search of an unoccupied house. 
The noise of the explosion was audible for a 
great distance and the entire city was shaken. 
Three policemen were killed and four 
wounded. 

The police discovered some revolutionary. 
proclamations under a bed in one of the 
rooms in this house. They then went to a 
window and pulled aside a curtain. There 
was a flash of blue flame, followed imme- 
diately by the explosion, the force of which 
was so great that the body of a sergeant, one 
of the men killed, was hurled over a neighbor- 
ing roof. The whole upper portion of the 
house fell in. 

It is apparent that a snare had been ar- 
ranged and the police lured into it. The 
police received a tip to séarch this particular 
house; which is located in the Tartar quarter 
of the city and which has not been inhabited 
gince the Tertar-armeniag maesacres of last 
year.

EXCAVATION TO BE BEGUN SOON 
BY ENGLISH PROFESSOR. 


— 


Charles Waldstein of Cambridge Will 
Arrive Shortly in Rome to Take Up 
Work of Restoring Ancient City 
Buried by Vesuvius 2,000 Years 
Ago — Italian Government, Roose- 
velt, Edward, and Kaiser Assisting 
in the Undertaking. 


ROME, Nov. 11.—Prof. Charles Waldstein, 
professor of fine arte in King’s college, Cam- 
bridge, England, will arrive shortly to 
perfect an agreement with the Italian gov- 
ernment concerning the carrying out of his 
project for the excavation of the ancient 
city of Herculaneum. The professor's plans 
have been accepted by the government on 


condition that the participation of foreign 


countries in the work be only under the form 
of private contributions, and that there be 
no foreign official interference. 

Prof. Waldetein has secured the active co- 
operation of King Victor Emmanuel as presi- 
dent of his organization as well as that of 
Emperor William, King Edward, and Presi- 


dent Roosevelt. 


The excavation of Herculaneum will be a 
gigantic enterprise. The work of digging 
up the ancient city was begun by King 
Charles III. in 1788. It was resumed under 
the direction of the Italian government in 
1800. Tt has always been attended with the 
greatest difficulty, as over the ruins of the 
anctent city stands the town of Resina, with 
20,000 inhabitants. The location of Resina 
has often made it necessary to abandon the 
research work. 

The excavation of Herculaneum will be a 
far more difficult task than was the uncover- 
ing of Pompeii. The latter city was covered 
only by the ashes of Vesuvius, but the for- 
mer Hes beneath layers of hardened. lava, 
which must be cut away with much hard la- 
bor and keen edged tools. 


Vesuvius Growing Quieter. 

NAPLES, Nov. 11.—The column of smoke 
and ashes above Mount Vesuvius diminished 
materially today. Naples is entirely free 
from smoke. The wind is blowing from ths 
east. 

Slight detonations were heard today, but 
the people are reassured. In long proces- 
sions, carrying images of the Madonne and 
the sainta, they are re@éntering their villages. 

In the churches the people returned thanks 
for their escape. 

Ashes from Vesuvius are falling as far 
distant as Avellino, eighty miles away. 

Prof. Matteucci, director of the royal ob- 
servatory on Mount Vesuvius, has been 
called to Naples by the prefect. He confirms 
his statement of Saturday that he does not 
consider tae present disturbance the begin- 
ning of a new eruption.
